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REMARKS 

Applicants propose to amend Claim 52 to correct an antecedent basis problem and to add 
new claims 53-71, each of which are dependent on one of allowed independent claims 49 and 52 
and are similar in scope to previously examined and allowed Claims 5, 7, 9, 11, 13, 15, 17, 19 
and 20. The proposed amendments do not add new matter and do not require a new search or 
examination on the part of the Office. Therefore, entry of the amendments is respectfully 
requested. 

CLAIM 52 

Claim 52 is amended to correct an antecedent basis issue. Specifically, Claim 52, as 
amended, provides antecedent basis for "the phone" where recited in the limitations of Claim 52 
and its dependent claims. The amendment does not add new matter and does not affect the scope 
of the pending claims. Therefore, entry of the amendment to Claim 52 is respectfully requested. 

CLAIMS 53-71 

M.P.E.P. 714.16 states that amendments that add new claims after allowance should be 
accompanied by remarks that fully and clearly state the reasons on which reliance is placed to 
show: (1) why the amendment is needed; (2) why the proposed amended or new claims require 
no additional search; (3) why the claims are patentable; and (4) why they were not presented 
earlier. 

(1) Why the amendment is needed. The amendment is needed in order to place the 
public on notice of the scope of Applicants' invention. 
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(2) Why the proposed amended or new claims require no additional search or 
examination. Claims 53-71 do not require a new search or examination because the limitations 
recited in Claims 53-71 are similar to the limitations recited by previously examined and allowed 
claims 5, 7, 9, 11, 13, 15, 17, 19 and 20 except that Claims 53-71 recite limitations in the context 
of a system for initiating analysis of a call from an Internet Protocol (IP) phone. Further, Claims 
53-71 each depend from one of previously examined and allowed independent claims 49 and 52. 
Therefore, a new search and examination is not required. 

(3) Why the claims are patentable. Claims 53-71 are patentable for the same reasons 
that Claims 5, 7, 9, 11, 13, 15, 17, 19, 20, 49, and 52 are patentable. 

(4) Why they were not earlier presented. Claims 53-71 were not earlier presented in 
order to reduce the number of Claims presented for examination. 

For the foregoing reasons, entry of new claims 53-71 is respectfully requested. The 
Examiner is invited to contact the undersigned by telephone if it is believed that such contact 
would further the examination of the present application.
